While  our  diversity  as  stu- 1 
dents  will  cause  us  to  remember  our  I 
years  here  differently,  each  of  us  will  I 
undoubtedly  recall  our  days  on  the 
1st  and  2nd  floors  of  Admin,  as  we 
waited  to  register,  drop  off  forms,  pay 
our  bills,  and  (hopefully)  pick  up 
checks.  We  whined  and  moaned  and 
even  yelled  at  these  groups  of  people 
who,  though  we  often  forgot,  were 
there  to  help  us. 

To  start  at  the  top  and  work 
our  way  down,  we  shall  begin  with 
the  Bursar's  Office.  The  Bursar's 
Office  is  solely  responsible  for  the 
collecting  of  tuition  and  fees  and  the 
disbursement  of  scholarship  and  re 
fund  checks  for  students.  This  mad( 
them  the  most  loved  (because  they 
were  the  medium  through  which  we 
received  our  excess  checks)  and 
hated  (because  they  collected  our 
bills)  office  on  campus.  In  addition 
to  handling  monetary  transactions 
with  students,  the  Bursar's  Office 
services  the  entire  university. 

The  staff  of  the  Registrar's 
Office  are  the  keepers  of  our  records 
and  the  processors  of  our  grades,  di 
plomas,  and  transcripts.  They  are 
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we  loved  to  hate) 

also  an  example  of  our  student  fees 
at  work.  In  the  last  year,  our  $30  reg- 
istration fee  was  used  to  instill  the 
touchtone  registration  system  -  a 
vast  improvement  upon  the  former 
process  of  waiting  in  line  in  the  gym. 
Future  UMB  students  will  be  able 
to  process  course  withdrawals  and 
add-drops  over  the  phone,  and  plans 
are  in  the  works  for  Kiosks  to  be 
placed  on  campus  (touch  pads  where 
you  can  check  on  your  registration 
status). 

The  responsibility  of  the  Fi- 
nancial Aid  office  is  to  see  that  funds 
are  available  to  cover  direct  educa- 
tional costs  immediately  and  to  help 
with  living  expenses  ASAP.  Each 
year  the  office  processes  $20  million 
in  loans  to  UMB  students  at  $2- 
5,000  per  loan  per  student.  This  year 
the  office  has  dramatically  improved 
at  client  contact  spots  by  quadru- 
pling telephone  services,  doubling 
the  entrance  area  of  the  office,  cut- 
ting 5  weeks  off  of  loan  processing, 
and  sending  postcards  to  alert  stu- 
dents to  loan  disbursement  dates, 
which  cut  down  on  much  waiting 
around  for  information  and  checks.

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Each  year  the  Stu- 
dent Arts  and  Events 
Council  (SAEC)  has  a  dif- 
ficult mission:  to  bring 
the  diverse  and  active 
student  body  of  UMass 
Boston  together  as  a  com- 
munity.

Advocacy: 
business  booming 


The  Center  for 
Student  Advocacy 
(CSA)  found  no  lack  of 
clientele  in  its  first 
year  of  existence  on 
the  Harbor  Campus. 
Formerly  the  Center 
for  Student  Support 
and  the  Center  for 
Education  Rights,  the 
CSA  was  established 
this  year  to  provide 
students  with  easier 
access  to  the  adminis- 
tration than  would 
otherwise  be  possible. 
The  Center  served  as 
an  advocacy  and  refer- 
ral service  for  students 
who  had  problems  or 


questions  related  to 
registration,  profes- 
sors, public  safety  or 
any  other  issue.  Ac- 
cording to  Center  Co- 
ordinator Scott  O'Neil, 
the  most  asked  for  ad- 
vocacy was  in  the  area 
of  Financial  Aid. 

Additionally,  the

Armed  for  battle 


At  a  university 
where  many  students  rely 
on  some  form  of  public 
assistance,  the  challenges 
to  staying  in  school  can  be 
tremendous.  Many  would 
be  defenseless  against  the 
complex  and  constantly 
changing  system  of  rules 
and  regulations  for  pub- 
lic assistance  were  it  not 
for  the  work  of  the  Advo- 
cacy for  Resources  for 
Modern  Survival  or 
"ARMS"  Center.  Holding 
a  binder  as  though  it  were 
a  shield,  ARMS  Center 
Coordinator  Anita 
Abrams  described  the 
Center's  role  as  helping 
students  to  cut  through 
the  red  tape  by  arming 
them  with  the  informa- 
tion they  need.  The  staff 
of  the  Center  provided  ad- 
vocacy, information,  refer- 
rals, self-help,  and  educa- 
tion. ARMS  members  in- 
cluded current  and 
former  recipients  of  vari- 


ous forms  of  public  assis- 
tance, as  well  as  anyone 
interested  in  downsizing 
the  growing  business  of 
poverty. 

ARMS  is  the  Massa- 
chusetts chapter  of  the 
National  Welfare  Rights 
Union  and  is  a  branch  of 
the  Coalition  for  Basic 
Human  Needs.  Activities 
over  the  past  year  in- 
cluded demonstrations  at 
the  State  House,  partici- 
pation at  a  national  wel- 
fare reform  conference  in 
St.  Louis,  MO,  coordina- 
tion of  donation  drives  for 
children  of  UMB  stu- 
dents, and  participation 
in  a  Thompson  Island  re- 
treat. In  March  1995 
ARMS  cosponsored  the 
Welfare  Teach-in  on  cam- 
pus in  order  to  educate 
the  UMB  community  and 
the  community  at  large 
about  the  fact  and  fiction 
surrounding  welfare  and 
welfare  reform. 
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Black  Student  Center

The   Black   Student     health  issues  and  dis- 


Center  (BSC)  continued  a 
tradition  of  being  an  ex- 
tremely visible  group  both 
on  and  off  campus.  In  what 
the  Center's  Coordinator, 
Yetanda  Canton,  called  a 
family  atmosphere,  the 
Center  worked  to  increase 
awareness  of  black  culture 
at  UMB,  advocate  for  black 
students  on  campus  and 
make  links  with  the  black 
community  off  campus. 

Under  Canton's  lead- 
ership the  BSC  had  an  ac- 
tive year.  BSC  members 
volunteered  at  Rosies's 
Place,  a  local  women's  shel- 
ter, and  visited  seniors  at  lo- 
cal high  schools  to  encour- 
age them  to  apply  to  college. 
The  Center  was  also  repre- 
sented at  the 
National  State 
of  the  Race 
Conference  in 
Baltimore,  MD 
which  focused 
on  issues  of 
concern  to  Afri- 
can Americans 
such  as  educa- 
tion, the  wel- 
fare   system, 


crimination. 

On  campus  the  Cen- 
ter was  actively  involved 
in  Political  Prisoners  in 
America  Day,  cosponsored 
tailgate  parties  for  UMB 
football  and  basketball 
teams  to  increase  student 
awareness  of  UMB  sports, 
sponsored  campus  events 
during  Black  History

Established  in  1985  to 
respond  to  a  growing  Asian 
Community  at  UMass  Bos- 
ton, the  Asian  Center  exists 
to  serve  the  on-campus 
Asian  community  as  well  as 
to  educate  others  about 
Asian  culture.  The  work  of 
the  center  staff  included 
acting  as  a  liaison  between 
students  and  the  adminis- 
tration. Additionally  the 
Center  housed  the  Chinese

Over  the  course  of  the 
year,  the  Asian  Center 
sponsored  events  including 
the  Asian  American  Writer 
Forum  and  the  Asian  Cul- 
tural Festival,  as  well  as  a 
variety  of  parties.

The  LGB  Center  ex- 
ists as  a  support  network 
for  the  lesbian,  gay  and  bi- 
sexual community  at 
UMass  Boston,  and  to  pro- 
vide a  comfortable,  non- 
threatening  social  envi- 
ronment for  those  stu- 
dents and  their  hetero- 
sexual allies.  The  Center 
maintains  a  reference  li- 
brary with  books  and  es- 
says relating  to  gay  issues, 
and  acts  as  a  referral  ser- 
vice for  other  national  and 
local  organizations  serving 
the  diverse  needs  of  the 
community.  In  addition, 
the  center  works  to  de- 
velop awareness  of  gay  is- 
sues within  the  larger  uni- 
versity community  and  to 
respond  to  all  instances  of 
homophobia.

The  life  of  a  student 
can  be  difficult,  but  for  a 
student  who  is  also  a  recov- 
ering addict,  life  can  have 
some  extra  pressures.  The 
Alcohol/Substance  Aware- 
ness Center  (ASAC)  func- 
tions as  a  support  center 
for  UMass  Boston  recover- 
ing addicts.  Jowanna 
Mack,  in  her  second  year 
as  Coordinator  of  the  Cen- 
ter, strived  to  make  it  a 
place  where  students  could 
go  regardless  of  whether 
they  felt  happy  or  sad, 


a  meeting. 

Over  the  past  year  the 
Center  staff  offered  coun- 
seling assessment  and  re- 
ferrals, as  well  as  orga- 
nized AA  and  NA  meetings 
on  campus.  Additionally, 
the  ASAC  served  as  a  re- 
source center  with  a  wide 
range  of  literature  on  the 
subject  of  alcohol  and 
drugs,  including  current 
listings  of  self  help  groups 
in  the  area.  The  Center 
also  worked  with  off-cam- 
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pus  community  based  organiza- 
tions. 

Through  the  work  of  staff  and 
volunteers,  the  ASAC  aimed  to  edu- 
cate the  UMB  community,  encour- 
age responsible  drinking  behavior 
and  increase  awareness  of  healthy 
alternatives  to  substance  abuse. 
ASAC-sponsored  events  included 
presentations  by  Students  Against 
Drunk  Driving  and  Mothers  Against 
Drunk  Driving,  a  workshop  on  Do- 
mestic violence,  a  donation  drive  for 
the  Transition  House  in  Cambridge, 
MA  and  a  "mocktail"  party  for  mem- 
bers.

disAbilities  Center 
offers  support 


The  Center  for  Stu- 
dents with  disAbilities  was 
the  only  Student  Center 
which  was  not  located  in 
the  Wheatley  Building,  but 
on  the  first  floor  of 
McCormack.  The  Center 
existed  to  serve  UMB  stu- 
dents with  a  wide  range  of 
disabilities.  A  student-run 
Center  (which  distin- 
guishes it  from  the  state- 
run  Lillian  Semper  Ross 
Center  for  Disability  Ser- 
vices down  the  hall),  the 
Center  consistently  main- 
tained its  status  as  a  safe 
and  comfortable  place 
where  students  with  both 
physical  and  learning 
based  disabilities  could  go 
for  peer  support,  advocacy 
referrals,  and  special  ac- 
commodations such  as  pu- 
rified water,  a  refrigerator, 
and  an  air  filter .  The  Cen- 
ter also  housed  a  number 
of  disability-related  sup- 
port groups,  including  the 
American  Sign  Language 


club,  the  UMB  Student 
Council  on  Learning  Dis- 
abilities, the  Traumatic 
Brain  Injury  group  and 
the  Visually  Impaired 
Persons  group. 

Under  the  leadership 
of  Center  Coordinator, 
Stewart  Lewis,  disAbil- 
ities Center  staff  worked 
over  the  past  year  to  make 
the  Center  well  known  on 
campus  and  to  encourage 
as  many  students  as  pos- 
sible -  disabled  or  not  -  to 
use  the  Center.  In  the  pro- 
cess, the  staff  sought  to 
educate  the  UMB  commu- 
nity about  disabilities  and 
to  reduce  the  stigma  and 
prejudice  surrounding 
them. 

According  to  Lewis, 
the  Center's  most  impor- 
tant role  was  to  offer  sup- 
port to  students  who  be- 
came overwhelmed  by  the 
pressures  of  school  and 
life  and  needed  some  mo- 
tivation to  continue. 
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All  Work  And  No  Play. 
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...was  not  our  idea  of  a  good  time.  De- 
spite busy  schedules,  we  always  made 
time  for  the  parties  thrown  by  vari- 
ous centers,  departments,  and  student 
organizations.  While  it's  true  that 
these  events  gave  us  the  opportunity 
to  take  a  study  break  and  meet  new 
people,  the  average  student  admitted 
that  these  gatherings  had  a  big  draw- 
ing factor  in  common:  Free  Food!

The  fall  semester's  main  theatre  production  was  Myster- 
ies: A  Medieval  Pageant,  which  was  written  and  directed  by  John 
J.  Conlon  of  the  UMass  Boston  Theatre  Department.  Set  in  a  small 
English  village  during  the  Third  Crusade  on  December  21,  AD  1192, 
the  play  framed  five  newly  adapted  Mystery  Plays,  a  Morality  Play 
adapted  from  Chaucer's  Miller's  Tale,  and  a  new  Miracle  Play  The 
Christmas  Angel.  Angels  and  devils,  pilgrims  and  pirates,  clerics 
and  nuns,  villagers  and  players,  Druids  and  other  folk  mixed  in  this 
comic  look  at  wartime  life  on  the  home  front  and  the  course  of  the 
true  loves  that  never  ran  smooth. 

The  play  was  performed  in  the  McCormack  Theatre  during 
the  first  two  weekends  of  December. 
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The  music  department  ended  the  fall  semester  on  a  spectacular) 
note  with  a  series  of  musical  extravaganzas.  Charles  Kamm  led  the  Uni-I 
versity  Chorus  (pictured  above)  in  a  program  entitled  "Songs  of  The  World" 
and  the  UMass  Chamber  singers  in  Mozart's  Missa  Brevis  in  F  Major. 
The  UMass  Chamber  Orchestra  (right )  performed  several  works  under 
the  direction  of  Jon  Mitchell  including  A  Moorside  Suite  by  Gustav 
Hoist.  The  UMB  Jazz  Band  (top  right)  performed  as  three  small  en- 
sembles (for  three  times  the  music)  and  combined  their  talents  with  those 
of  the  University  Jazz  Singers  on  such  numbers  as  God  Bless  The  Child 
and  Tuxedo  Junction. 
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The  Harbor  Gallery  had  a  mission: 
to  be  as  accessible  as  possible  to  the  entire 
UMB  community,  and  to  present  exhibits 
that  would  represent  the  myriad  assort- 
ment of  students  and  faculty  that  com- 
posed this  university. 

During  the  1994-95  school  year,  the 
Gallery  was  enjoyed  by  many.  Works  show- 
cased ranged  in  medium  from  photogra- 
phy to  sculpture  to  painting,  and  exhibits 
were  held  in  observance  of  Asian  Ameri- 
can Month,  Women's  History  Month,  and 
Black  History  Month. 

While  the  Gallery  sponsored  exhib- 
its by  national  and  international  artists, 
eighty  percent  of  the  work  showcased  was 
by  local  artists.  The  Gallery  further 
reached  out  to  the  Boston  community  by 
taking  an  active  part  in  important  social 
issues  with  exhibits  such  as  The  Clothes- 
line Project.  The  Gallery's  annual  exhibit 
of  student  work  was  also  held  (see  page 
142). 

This  year,  the  Gallery  was  discov- 
ered by  several  departments  on  campus 
and  co-sponsored  events  with  A.R.M.S. 
the  English  Department,  the  Creativ 
Writing  Department,  The  Watermark, 
C.P.C.S.,  and  the  Modern  Languages  De- 
partment. Several  other  groups  were  aes- 
thetically pleased  with  the  Gallery  and 
held  functions  there. 

The  Gallery  hopes  to  continue  ta 
serve  the  UMB  campus  and  community 
by  providing  us  with  convenient,  acces- 
sible, inexpensive  (free),  culture. 
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The  1994-95  school 
year  saw  the  second  pub- 
lishing of  The  Watermark, 
UMass  Boston's  literary 
journal  of  the  arts.  The  jour- 
nal, which  is  produced  by 
UMB  students,  is  a  collec- 
tion of  poetry,  fiction,  non- 
fiction,  and  art  work  by  stu- 
dents attending  the  univer- 
sity. 

The  journal  begins  with 
staff  members  plastering  the 
campus  with  signs  and 
speaking  in  classes  and  to 
peers,  asking  anyone  and 
everyone  who  is  interested 
to  submit  their  work  to  be 
considered  for  publication. 
This  year  the  journal  re- 
ceived over  700  submissions, 
and  staff  members  were 
faced  with  the  task  of  deter- 
mining which  pieces  would 
be  published  in  the  121  page 
publication.  Each  piece  was 
considered  by  several 
people,  and  as  the  pile  of 
selected  work  grew  smaller, 
staff  members  discussed,  ar- 
gued, and  at  times  compro- 
mised opinions  in  order  to 
produce  the  final  product. 

In  addition  to  produc- 
ing the  journal,  The  Water- 
mark sponsored  and  cospon- 
sored  several  events  (such 
as  poetry  readings)  through- 
out the  year  in  an  attempt  to 
find  and  encourage  people 
on  campus  to  use  their  cre- 
ativity. In  the  future,  the 
journal  hopes  to  be  open  to 
more  people  by  publishing 
twice  a  year. 

The  Watermark  makes 
a  conscious  effort  to  be  rep- 
resentative of  the  many 
voices  on  this  campus,  and 
is  an  example  of  the  diverse 
number  of  ideas  and  talents 
to  be  found  here.

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The  UMass-Boston  Student  Newspaper 
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espite  busy  schedules  and  busy 
I  lives,  UMB  students  found  the 

time  and  energy  to  establish 
more  than  50  Recognized  Student  Or- 
ganizations on  campus.  Each  RSO,  or 
club,  offered  students  a  chance  to  meet 
other  students  with  similar  academic 
and  non-academic  pursuits.  Over  the 
course  of  the  year  students  partici- 
pated in  a  variety  of  RSO-sponsored 
events  on  and  off  campus.  Activities 
ranged  from  the  Prayer  and  Bible 
Club's  Gospel  concerts  to  the  Geogra- 
phy Club's  canoe  trip  to  the  Account- 
ing and  Finance  Academy's  "career 
fest".  No  matter  what  its  focus,  each 
club  provided  a  niche  for  students  and 
helped  to  personalize  the  UMB  experi- 
ence. 


Biology  majors  and  enthusiasts  met  regularly  as  the  Biology 
Club  (pictured  below).  The  club  sponsored  social  events  and 
a  Memorial  Day  Weekend  trip  to  Nantucket,  as  well  as  offered 
students  the  chance  get  advice  on  courses  and  careers. 
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An  RSO  at  UMB,  and  one  of  more  than  20  campus  chapters 
of  the  state-wide  organization,  MassPIRG  remained 
dedicated  to  raising  issues  of  public  interest.

MassPIRG  also  offered  internships  on  and  off  campus.

The  Pre-Med  Society  (pictured 
at  left)  provided  a  variety  of 
services  and  activities  for  pre-med 
students  at  UMB.  Activities 
throughout  the  course  of  the  year 
included  group  trips  to  the  Boston 
University  and  Worcester  Medical 
Schools,  but  did  not  stop  there. 
The  club  also  organized 
workshops  on  financial  aid  for 
medical  school,  on  the  medical 
school  interviewing  process,  and 
on  MCAT  preparation.
